Richard §S. Slater Calls on the Demo- 
cratic Leader at Washington and 
Receives His Walking 
Papers.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Senator James 
K. Jones, Chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, has inaugurated war on 
the committee methods put in force by ex- 
Gov. W. J. Stone and Sam B. Cook while 
the Senator was in Europe. The two Mis- 
sourians organized a ways and means com- 
mittee, and put an army of canvassers in 
the fleld soliciting subscriptions for the 
Democratic campaign fund for 1900. Among 
the many solicitors put in the field were 
Richard S. Slater of Kansas City and T. 
B. Love of Springfield, at that time em- 
ployed in the Democratic State Central 
Committee under Chairman Cook. 

‘Mr. Love was given Texas to gather sub- 
scriptions in, while Mr. Slater was sent 
to New York. They raised many thou- 
sands of dollars from Democrats in the 
different localities and were pajd 12% per 
eent on all subscriptions secured. Yester- 
day Mr. Slater came over from New 
York to see Chairman Jones to get from 
him letters @f introduction to prominent 
Democrats in New York, who thus far have 
not contributed to the fund. 

- Instead of giving Slater the letters he 


sider himself discharged from the employ 
of the committee. In addition, so saya 
Mr. Slater, Chairman Jones denounced the 
system adopted by Gov. Stone and Mr. Cook 
as a cheap way of doing business; that 
it was an oufrage to send men over the 
country soliciting subscriptions and waxing 
fat over money contributed for Democratic 
success, which would come to him, Jones, 
anyway. Thereupon he discharged Mr. 
Slater and announced his intention of abol-

The work accomplished 
by the Missourian while the Senator from 
Arkansas was absent in Furope is all to be 
undone. Senator Jones evidently proposes 
to run the Democratic National Committee 
himself. As Vice-Chairman Jones of Kan- 
sas, now head of the Executive Committee, 
indorsed all that was done by Stone and 
Cook, he, too, falls under the ban of the 
chairman's displeasure.

HEROIC RESCUE BY A PEOPLE'S 
RAILWAY GRIPMAN. 


William Kennedy Carried the Burning 
Couch From the House—Blaze Was 
Caused by Lace Curtains Hang- 
ing Over a Heater.

aged he home early Wednesday morning. 

That the fire did not as#ume more se- 
rious proportions is mainly due to the 
bravery of Wilheam Kennedy, a gripman on 
the Peoples’ Ratlway. 

Mrs. Tanmer conducts a private board- 
ing house in the fashionable vicinity of 
‘Lafayette Park,. Her home is filled with 
guests, and last week, to accommodate 
more, she took the parlor as her sleeping 
apartment. Her bed has been a cot. 

‘Tuesday night Mrs. Tanner moved her 
cot from its accustomed place to a posi- 
tion rear the register from the furnace. 
Directly over the heater hung the lace 
curtains of a window. Against these the 
side of Mrs, Tamner’s covch touched. 

An overheated fmrnace caused the fire at 
6 o’clock Wednesday morning. The cur- 
tains first blazed and then the bedclothing. 
Mrs. Tanner awoke to find herself sur- 
rounded by fire. Before she coud] compre- 
hend the situation her nightdress was burn- 
ing. She screamed for help. 

Immediately there was a panic in the 
boarding house. Answering screams came 
from upstairs and theréi.was a rush of 
halfclad boarders into the eerridors. Smoke 
rolled up the stairway fram the parler and 
the terrified women above could hear the 
crackling of the flames and the cries of the 
landlady. For the time ah seemed para- 
lyzed. .The fire was downstairs and rapidly 
creeping closer along the enly avenue of 
escape. It looked as uzh the inmates 
would be compelled to dash through the 
flames. .

It is very still at that hour around Jeffer- 
son and Lafayette avenues, and when op- 
posite the ‘house Mrs. Tanner’s cries were 
heard above the rattle of the train. Ken- 
nedy stopped the car and ran to the 
house. 

After giving the bell several violent 
rings he unmhesitatingly broke in the door 
and dashed into the parior. He arrived 
there with Wilson and Ramsey, the board- 
' ers. 

‘Mrs. Tanner was in the center of the 
‘room. Her dress was burning, and the 
flames had reached her hair. The pain 
and fire had ‘bewildered her, and she stood 
' without making any effort to escape. The 
three men ran to her and with hands and 
r smothered the fire. 

he cot was @ mass of flames, and the 
heavy curtains around the room were car- 
rying the fire to the ceiling. The casing 
about two windows was burning. 

As the two boarders led the woman 
away, Kennedy seized the couch in his 
gloved hands and bore it through the ‘hal! 
to the front door and tossed it Into the 
yard, His bearskin coat and gloves were 
scorched. It was this act that averted a 
serious conflagration. The couch was the 
seat of the fire, and when it was elimin- 
ated the Fire Department had MIhittle 
trouble.in extinguishing the small flames 
about the woodwork and the slow burn- 
ing. fire in the tapestries. 

Then he saw that all danger was passed, 
Gripman Kennedy boarded his train and 
went away. The family, Wednesday morn- 
ing, did not know his name.

BOERS DID NOT CROSS RIVER. 


The British Are Supposed to Be 
Strengthening Their Position and 
Waiting for the Arrival of 
Re-Enforcements. 


LONDON, Dec. ®.—A special dispatch 
from Burban, Natal, dated Saturday, Dec. 
16, says it is rumored Gen. Buller called 
for volunteers to recover the 1 guns 
abandoned in the battle of Tugela River, 
and that a party issued from the camp 
after midnight and brought in the guns, 
which were uninjured. 


/ 

The accounts of the Tugela battle re- 
ceived here made it doubtful, even before 
the Durban cable came in, that the Boers 
had taken possession of the abadoned| 
British artillery. 

According to a dispatch to the Associated 
Press from Durban, sent off on the even- 
ing of the battle, the guns remained 
where they were left by the British troops 
and were covered by the heavy guns of 
Gen. Hildyard’s brigade, occupying an in- 
trenched position. The Boers did not, it 
seems, attempt to cross the river and carry 
off the guns. 

Advices to the Associated Press from 
Pretoria, under the same date, say that an 
official Boer dispatch reports that two 
guns, thirteen wagons and a quantity of 
ammunition were captured besides 28 
prisoners. 

The first impression created by Gen. Bul- 
ler’s official report was that the British 
had retreated to Chieveley, four or five miles 
south. on the day of the battle, and that the 
field had fallen into the possess‘on of the 
Boers. That impression wes evidently er- 
roneous, , 

The two armies are still within close ar- 
tillery range of each other. The Boers 
seem to show no disposition to attack, and 
Gen. Buller is probably awaiting reinforce- 
ments and more effective cannon. 


Further accounts of the Tugela R'ver bat- 
tlé emphasize the ignorance of the British 
Intelligence Department in regard to the 
disposition of the Boer forces. The Brit- 
ish were not aware that the Boers were en- 
trenched along a series of iow-lying hills, 
immediately northward of Colenso Bridge 
unt.l a staggering fire compelled them to 
retreat, when the attack seemed about to 
succeed. The Boers were also in greater 
strength than anticipated. 


It becomes clearer also, that the Britths 
guns were lost in attempting to get within 
effective range of the Boer ratillery, show- 
ing that the latter outranged the Hritish 
ordnance, which in spite of numerical! 
superiority was wholly tnadequate to reply 
to the long range Boer guns. 

The British War Office comes in for 
scathing denunciation from the Times to- 
day, for not providing effective artillery, It 
is pointed out, ir this connection, that the 
longer ranged naval guns participating in 
the same attack, escaped. 

There was no news this morning to en- 
lighten the general situation. The War 
Office reported that Gen. French recon- 
noitered northward of Arundel Monday, 
Dec. 18. After shelling Jasfontein Farm, 
three miles eastward of the Boer position,

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Regarding Philippines. 


WORLD SHOULD AGAIN BE TOLD 
DOCTRINES OF OUR REPUBLIC. 


The Birthright of Freedom Must Not 
Be Taken From a People in the 
Fear That They Will Do 
Wrong With It. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Senator Hoar of 
Massachusetts to-day introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution in the Senate: 

“Whereas, The American people and the 
several States in the Union have in times 
past, at important periods in their history, 
especially when declaring their indepen- 
dence, establishing their Constitution or 
undertaking new and great responsibilities, 
seen fit to declare the purposes for which 
the nation or State was founded, and the 
important objects the people intend to pur- 


sue in their political action, and, 
“‘Whereas, The close of a great war; the 
liberation by the United States of the peo- 
le of Cuba and Porto Rico in the Western 
emiephere and of the Philippine Islands 
in the Far East, and the reduction of 
those peoples to a condition of practical 
dependence upon the United States, con- 
stitute an occasion which makes such a 
declaration proper; therefore, be it 
“Resolved, That this republic adheres tv 
the doctrines which were in the past set 
forth in the Declaration of Independence, 


’ and in !ts national and State Constitutions; 
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“That the purpose of its existence and #he 
objects to which its political action ought 
to be directed are the ennobling of human- 
ity, the raising from the dust of its hum- 
blest and coarsest members, and the en- 
abling of persons coming lawfully under 
its power or influence to live in freedom 
and in honor, under government whose 
forms they are to have a share in determin- 
ing and in whose administration they have 
an equal share. 

“Its most knpcrtant and pressing ob- 
ligations are: 

. TS solve the difficult prob!em presented 
by the presence of different races on our 
soil, with equal ccmstitutiona] rights. To 
make the negro safe in his home, secre 
in his vote, equal in his opportunity for 
education and employment; and to bring tlhe 
Indian to a civilization and culture in 
accordance with his need and cae enge

pelves in freedom, honor and purity. 

To make the bal'ot box as pure as a

7. To set’ a peaceful example of freedom 
which mankind will be glad to follow, but 
never torforce éven freedom upon unwilling 
nations at the point of the bayonet, or 
at the cannon’s mouth. 

8. To abstain from interfering with the 
freedom and just rights of sther nations 
or peoples, and to remember that the lib- 
erty to do right necessarily involves the 
liberty to do wrong, and that the American 
people has no right to take from any other 
people the birthright of freedom because 
of a fear that they will do wrong with it.

HOW GEN. LAWTON DIED. 
He Was on the Front of the Firing 


Line and Laughing at Danger. 


MANILA, Dec. 20.—Gen. Lawton left 
here Monday night, having returned from 
his notrhern operations Saturday, to lead 
an expedition through Mariquina Vat.ey, 
which has been an insurgent strongho.d 
throughout the war. The valiey has sev- 
eral times been invaded, but never held 
by the Americans. Gen. Geronimo was 
supposed to have there the largest organ- 
ized force north of Manila, and Gen. Otis 
wished to garrison Mariquina. 

The night was one of the worst of the 
season. <A terrific rain had begun and is 
still oontinuing. 

Accompanied by his staff and Troop I, 
Fourth Cavalry, Gen. Lawton set out at 
9 VB een ” severe  § > —_— rig 
consisting of the Bleven valry and one 
battalion each’ Of Re Pwentioth and Twen- 
ty-seventh Infantry, which started from 
La Loma at midnight. With a small escort 
he led the way through an almost pathiess 
country, a distance of 15 miles over bills 

through canebreaks and deep mud, 
the horses climbing the rocks and sliding 
down the hills. Before daybreak the

San Mateo was attacked at 8 o'clock, and 
a three hours’ fight ensued. This resulted 
in but few casualties on the American side, 
apart from the death of Gen. Lawton, but 
the attack was difficult because of the net- 
ural defenses of the town.

Death of Gen. Lawton Emphasizes the Folly of the Prest 


dent’s Philippine Policy.

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—The World has thé following editorial 
on the death of Gen. Lawtcn: 

Lawton has (ffallen—brave, noble, typical soldier—citizen of the 
Republic, hero of two great ware for lfberty, the war that freed 
the slaves and the war that freed Cuba. 

This. sacrifice, concentrating In one person and one event all the 
nation’s sacrifices, drives into the public mind and the public con- 
science the folly and the crime of Mr, McKinley's wer in the 
Philippines. 

A year ago to-day there was peace in the Philippines—peace 
with a promise of a sunrise of liberty, peace with the Filipinos 
as our allies and friends, peace with our army and navy ealut- 
ing the flag of the Filipino Republic, peace with the Filipinos 
trusting, in spite of strange silénces and delays, that they would 
yet get that for which they had heen fighting.the Spaniard for 
three centuries. - 

A year ago to-morrow, without warning, without consultation 
with our own officers In the Philippines, without consulting the 
Filipinos, who had estalblished a government of their own six 
months before with not a word of protest from us, Mr. McKinley 
issued a proclamation calling upon the Filipinos to lay down their 
arms and become the vassais, the political slaves of the United 
States. He held out no hope of seif-governmment. He carefully 
avoided mention of their political rights. He uttered not a word 
of recognition or explanation. In thinly disguised language of 
arrogant and contemptuous despotism he gave the alternative of 
political slavery or death. A wer followed—‘‘this damnable war,” 
as Maj.-Gen. Lawton cailed it, with the simple bluntness of the 
honest soldier. Homes, churches, schcolhouses have been burned 
by the thousand. Tens of thousands offmen, women and children 
who ought to have lived to bless the name of the Republic have 
died—of wounds, of famine, of fever, on battlefields, in the depths 
of jungies, by the ashes of their destroyed homes.

THE CINCINNAT! REDS OF 1869. 


How the First Tour of That First Pro- 
fessional Club Came Near Being 
Declared Off. 


On Tuesday these few lines appeared in 
the Cincinnati Exrquirer: 
“Poor old Fred Waterman, once the pride 


of the ‘tbaseball worid, died at the 
Hospital last Saturday, and few, ve 
knew of his death. His funeral wil take 
place this morning. There were enough 
people left who remembered his achieve- 
ments as third baseman of the Reds # 
years, ago to save his remains from potter's 


Even the people in the home of the first 
real ofeseional ‘basdball team appear to 
have forgotten the old heroes. 

The Cincinnati Reds of 1869 were the first 
baseball team to ever make a tour of the 
country. 

And that tour, it may be said, led to the 
present system of professionai playing and 
Cluios visiting each other. 


There are few of the present followeré 
of the game in St. Louls who remember 
ony thing of the (Cincinnati Reds, who were 
the mpions of the game W years ago. 

The resent generation knows nothing 
about them, but the old fellows, like Billy 
Meda Joe (Carr and Bill Schaefer, who 
are to be seen in the front rom at every 

ame, will never forget them, and they 
ave nothing but whose recollections of 

Waterman, ett is recorded 
in the few iines publehed above. 

Gould, Sweesy, George Wright and 
Waterman were the infie a of the famous 
Red Stackini gs and Waterman ‘was as great 
a player as any in the lot.

In 1869, while the Cincinnati Reds were 
playing great ball in their home city, news 
came to them of battles won on Eastern 
fields by the Aflantics of Brooklyn, the 
Athletics of Philadelphia and other great 
teams.

George Wright and 
icky Pearce played in it. you krow, and 
there were never two shorts‘ops like them. 
And old Joe Start covered first and Zet’’— 
one so they boasted of that game and

game have thinned out in recent years,

~ MORE MULES 


English Army Agents Here to 
Make Large Purchases. 


PREFER THE MISSOURI BRAND. 


ONLY CHOICEST GRADES WILL BE 
ACCEPTED NOW. 


Present Purchase Will Bun the Total 
to 7000 Missouri Mules Bought 
by England in Three 
Months. 


The English army needs more Missouri 
mules for pack and draught egervice in the 
Transvaal, and its agents, Capts. & M. 
Smith and James Marsham, have come to 
§S t. Louls to make additional purchases. 

They arrived from New Orleans Tues- 
day evening, and will remain in St. Louls 
until after Christmaa, They expect to 
buy 1000 or more mules, and will take their 
time in making selections, so that they may 
procure the choicest grade of animals on 
the market. 

The purchases ‘will be about equally di- 
vided between draught and pack animals. 
Every mule must be in perfect condition, 
and must not fall below a minimum height 
and weight. The animals that have heen 
bought by the army heretofore have not 
been selected with go m Care as any suc- 
ceeding assignments will ig ogb 5 and none 
will be accepted that vary in the siightest 
degree from the ermy’s fixed standard. Fu- 
ture consignments will ibe engaged to re- 
plenish ssible josses, and not to meet 

esent demands for their service. Hence, 
sperede no rush in the work of purchasing 

em. 

Capts. Smith and Marsham have assist- 
ants with them and wil] divide their forces 
between St. Louls and Hast St. Louis sta- 
bles. Most of the stables that will enter 
the competition for the sales now have ther 

s full of the grade of antmals desired. 

‘he officers mMformed them of their pro- 


posed return to St. Louls, and suggested 


that, if they cared to furnish mules to 
the British army, they should be prepared 
to make deliveries as goon as possible after 
making sales. ey were also informed 
that no animalg would be accepted upon 
recommendation, and that all must pass 
muster under the skillful eye of the English 
veterinary who accompanies the Purchas- 
ing Commission. 

he big stables, therefore, asked their 
country patrons to make shipments as scon 
as ssib,e, 6o that they might have what 
mules they hed to sell on vhe ground for 
immediate inspection by the officers. As 
the Engiish army always pays good prices 
for mules, these messages brought surpris- 
ingly large returns. Hundreds of choice 
animals were poured into the yards of local 
Stables, and, when the English officers set 
about the work of making their purchases 


| Wednesday, they found local dealers pre- 


pared to supply them, immediately, with 
a.most as many animals as are needed. 

The present visit of ‘the Engiish Army 
Purchasing Commission is the fourth it has 
made to St. Louis since October, when the 
war between England and the Boer Repub- 
lic Was first talked of. It has already 6e- 
cured 6000 mules from the territory tribu- 
tary to St. Louis, and the present intended 
purchase will increase the number to 7000. 
Capt. Smith says the commission: has re- 
ceived no orders to return to England and 
is not expecting any. Its mission in the 
United States Is almost exciusiveiy to buy 
mu.es for the army, and the fact that the 
commission is to remain in 8t. Louis is 
taken by local dealers to mean that the 
army intends to buy more mules than it is 
now seeking on its present visit. 

A representative of one North Broadway 
firm said Wednesday that he believed 10,- 
000 would prove to be a conservative esti- 
mate of the number of mules the English 
army would buy in St. Louls before the 
close of the Boer-English war, provided 

ace is declared within six months. The 
onger the war lasts, the greater will be 
the purchases. 

Both Capt. Smith and Capt.’ Marsham de- 
cline to discuss the war. They meet oy! 
questions with the statement that the Brit- 
ish army regulations forbid either officers 
or privates to speak of the nation’s mili- 
tary affairs. But they admit the war has 
lasted longer than they expected when sit 
was first declared, and that it may con- 
tinue several months. But they are ho 
ful and declare there can be but one result
